No. 24ATC(PN)/:i .—It has been decided to grant licences lor import ol 
various commodities Irorn Iran during Aprii-june, 1971 to the established impor¬ 
ters, having past imports within the prescribed basic yeuis, as shown against each 
Item In Annexure I to this Public Notice. The licensing policy lor each item has 
been indicated in Column G oI the atoresaid Annexure. 

2. The established Imorters, eligible in terms of the current policy, may 
submit their applications to the respective licensing authority viz. Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombaty or Joint Chief Conti oiler of Import.s & 
Exports, (Central Licensing Area), New Delhi on or before 31st March, 1971 in 
the usual form and manner. No past import documems are required to be pro¬ 
duced. provided such documents were submitted to the llreniing authority concern¬ 
ed in the past apd were accepted by them for issue of licences for import of com¬ 
modities from Iran, indicated m Annexure I. They should, however, quote details 
of licences obtained in the preceding two periods. Where, however, the establish¬ 
ed importers are applying for the first time, they arc required to produce unim¬ 
peachable documents relating to past imports from Iran in respect of the items 
as In Annexure I for any one year within the prescribed basic years.

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3. It has also been deeided that the importers, who are eligible in terms of 
Annexure II to this Public Notice will also be granted licences for import of dry 
fruits only from Iran on equal va ue basis- They pray submit their applications 
for import of dry fruits only from Iran for Aprli-June, 1971 hcensing period to 
Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, (Central L.censing Area), New Delhi 
On or before the 31st March, 1971, m the usual form and manner, complete m 
all respects. 

4. In the case of transfer/diviuSion of quota of an established importer, the suc¬ 
ceeding parties will be entitled to get licences in proportion to their share in the 
approved quota ol the original firm as provided in para 45(2) of the I.T.C. Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1970. The minimum value of licences for dry fruits 
wiU be Rs. 1500 and for dates, asatoelida and gums & resins, licensable oji quota 
percentage basis, it will be Rs. 250 for three months subject to the conditions 
mentioned in para 45(2) of the aforesaid Hand Book. Where the licences are issued 
or equal value basis m terms of this Public Notice, the entitlement of each 
party is to be divided proportionately among the split-up concerns of the parent 
firm, in case of transfer/division of quota rights. 

5. it may be noted that no double beneht wLl be given in respect of dry fruits, 
which Is permitted lor import both under Annexure 1 and Annexure II. The 
applicants for dry fruits should submit only one application either in terms ol 
Annexure I or in terms ot Annexure II; and they should clearly mention in their 
application that they have applied in one capacity only and not under both. 

6 . Established importers, holding quota certificates for Crude Drugs on General 
Currency Area, which includes Iran, who are desirous of claiming licences under 
this policy, have to have past imports ol Crude Drugs from Iran in a different 
basic year than the one for which they hold quota certificates on General Currency 
Area. Evidence to this effect should be produced to the licensing authority, so 
that no double benefit accrues in respect of the same past imports. 

7. IJcenslng will be done within the monetary limit fixed for each Item. All 
incomplete applications are liable to be rejected. 

3 . Import licences grafted In eligible cases will be valid for import from Iran 
either by Sailing vessels or land route. In the case of dry fruits, Import will also 
be aUowed by Steamships upto the full face value of the licence and such Imports 
will be on c.i.f, basis. In the case ol ‘Dates’ import should be effected by Sailing 
vessels or Rand route upto 60 per cent of the face value of the licences and the 
balance 40 per cent by other means, viz.. Steamship; If Ihe licensees so desire, at 
any time during the validity period of the licences. 

9. Import licences issued in pursuance of this Public Notice will be valid for 
six months and will not he extended.
